The  Culture  of  W ater  Lilies 

Success  will  follow  if  you  observe 
these  instructions. 

LOCATION — The  pool  or  water 
garden  should  be  exposed  to  full  sun. 
The  depth  should  be  26  inches  for  all 
purposes. 

POOL — These  may  be  of  any  size 
and  depth  but  where  artificial  pools  are 
being  constructed  a  depth  of  26  inches 
will  be  found  to  give  the  best  results. 

NOTE — A  continuous  flow  of  water 
is  to  be  avoided  as  it  lowers  the  term 
perature. 

PREPARATION  OF  POOL— Any 
good  garden  soil  mixed  with  one-fourth 
or  one-fifth  cow  manure.  Mix  well  with 
the  dirt,  level  off  well  and  pack  the  dirt 
with  your  feet,  turn  the  rake  over  and 
smooth  the  dirt.  Put  one  inch  of  clean 
plaster  sand  for  the  best  results.  Then 
set  your  lily  tubers.  Have  about  ten 
inches  of  water  over  the  crown  of  the 
lily  as  too  deep  water  causes  the  lilies 
not  to  bloom  early  in  the  spring,  and 
to  go  dormant  too  early  in  the  fall.  Ten 
inches  is  the  best  for  all  purposes. 

LILY  TUBERS  should  be  planted  in 
the  soil  so  that  the  crown  of  the  plant 
is  just  out  of  the  sand.  We  recommend 
wild  planting  as  the  best  for  all  purposes 
as  boxes  are  too  small  causing  the  tubers 
to  become  root  bound,  not  to  flower 
freely  and  go  dormant  too  early  in  the 
season. 

To  fill  the  pool  for  the  first  time,  it 
is  a  good  plan  to  wet  the  bed  with  a 
spray  from  the  hose  after  the  lilies  have 
been  set  and  then  put  the  hose  in  a 
burlap  sack  and  fill  very  slowly. 

This  will  not  disturb  the  planting  and 
wil  give  you  a  nice  clear  pool. 

Do  not  run  too  much  fresh  water  in 
the  pool — just  fill  it  up  as  it  evaporates. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT— Hardy  lilies 
commence  growth  about  the  middle  of 
March  at  Los  Angeles  and  we  ship  from 
then  on.  Tender  lilies  should  not  be 
planted  till  the  weather  is  settled  and 
warm,  this  is  usually  in  the  latter  part 
of  April  and  May. 


Orders  will  be  shipped  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits  in  the  order  received.

Cultivation  of  Magnolias 

JAPANESE  DECIDUOUS  MAG- 
NOLI  AS — These  magnolias  are  highly 
ornamental  and  popular,  having  large 
white,  pink  or  purple  (rarely  yellowish) 
flowers,  often  fragrant.  Most  of  the 
deciduous  species  are  fairly  hardy,  at 
least  in  sheltered  positions  as  far  north 
as  northern  New  York  or  Massachusetts. 
The  earliest  blooms  appearing,  in  mild 
climates,  during  March.  The  magnolia 
thrives  best  in  a  somewhat  rich,  moder¬ 
ately  moist,  porous  soil. 

The  Lotus 

Perhaps  no  plant  carries  such  an  an¬ 
cient  lore  or  history  of  mystery,  religion 
and  romance  as  the  lotus.  It  is  the 
sacred  flower  of  many  nations.  The 
lotus  blossom  is  borne  on  tall  stems  tow¬ 
ering  above  handsome  leaves.  It  begins 
to  blossom  in  June  and  flowers  gener¬ 
ously  throughout  August.
